the strike in Ludlow, said that the board 
was keeping in close touch with the situ- 
ation there and would willingly act in 
behalf of mediation between the parties 
as soon as there was evidence of an op- 
portunity to do so. 

Mr. Howland said that a; long as the 
men were on a strike and out of employ- 
ment the matter did not come urder the 
jurisdiction of the state board, but that 


should they return to work the board 
would then have an opportunity to arbi- 
trate in settling the differences between 
the employers and the laborers. Mayor 
Sanderson of Springfield, at the request 
of the strikers, asked the state board to 
arbitrate the differences. 

Sixty additional non-union workmen 
reached Ludlow today. Otherwise the 
situation this afternoon remained un- 
changed. The plans to erect a large 
tent in which to shelter the evicted 
strikers and their goods have not ma- 
terialized. 

In regard to arbitration, Superinten- 
dent Henderson says the only question 
the company will arbitrate is whether or 
not the Ludlow company is paving as 
high wages as its competitors. He says 
if others are paying more the Ludlow 
company will raise wages to a like scale. 

The town authorities are considering 
the advisability of seeking an injunction 
against the company to prevent the plac- 
ing of household effects in the streets. 
They claim that the amount of stu so 
placed amounts to a public nuisance 

A despatch from Ludlow today s&ys: 
In the expectation that the good offices 
of the Massachusetts state board of arbi- 
tration might assist in bringing about a 
settlement of the labor troubles at the 
bagging mills of the Ludlow Manufactur- 
ing Associates, both parties to the con- 
troversy, 1800 strikers on one hand and 
the mill management on the other, quiet- 
ly awaited developments today. 

In the meantime steps have been taken 
to aid the strikers, more than 300 of 
whom have been evicted from tenements 
owned by the company. In Springfield 
today, by permission of the mayor, young 
women were stationed on the principal 
thoroughfares soliciting funds for the re- 
lief of the strikers. In addition, the va- 
rious labor unions are doing what they 
are able to aid in the relief work. 

_ It was announced today that there 
would be no more evictions before 
Thursday. The household goods of the 
strikers who were evicted from 12 of the 
company’s houses on Saturday remained 
piled in the streets today. The strikers 


‘claim that they are not financially able 


to move these goods, and the selectmen

He declared that the government 
planned to prove that the Havemever 
and Elder refinery defrauded the govern- 
ment of a portion of duties on every 
eargo of sugar it hed ever brought into 
the port of New York. The defrauding 
had been contimued by the American 
Sugar -Kefining Company, whieh took 
over the old concern, anti!

ANT FREE TRADE

LONDON—According to information 
received in Berlin, the people of the Rus. 
sian Pacific coast are complaining to the 
‘ussian finance minister, M. Kokovtsoff, 
that they have Jost a considerable 
amount of money owing to the abolition 
of the porto-franco at Viadivostok. A 
appeal has, apparently, been 
to the finance minister to restore 
“free trade. According to a correspon- 
dent of the Westminster Gazette, the 
porto-franco was abolished mainly with 
the idea of keeping Russian possession s 
in the cast as a preserve for Russian 
manufacturers in Europe; and the 
inducement was further held out that 
high protection would foster such indus- 
tries ax could be established on the spot, 
thus, in the end, increasing the number 
and wealth of the Jocal Russian popula- 
Lion. 

The result has, however, not been at 
all what was expected, fer a period of 
staynation set in; trade declined and, 
according to their own accounts, the set- 
tlers were more or less ruined by having 
to pay enormous prices for manufactured 
goods from Russia. Not only, continues 
the correspondent, were these home 
goods originally produced at a much 
higher cost than the goods formerly im- 
ported, under free trade, but they had 
also to pay freight at heavy railway 
rates across Kuropean Russia and Siberia. 

With the new system of protection:

but the business people of Vladivostok 
apparently informed M. Kokovtsoff that 
they wonld gladly forego all this if only 
free trade could be restored, and they 
might be allowed to solve their own 
problems in their own way.

lr APPEARS to be certain that whatever may 
have been his original intention, President 
‘Taft has now practically decided to refrain 
from making many recommendations to 
Congress that call for radical legislation. He 
approaches nearest to radicalism in his recom- 
mendation of an interstate commerce court 
of five judges to pass virtually upon the busi- 
ness of the railroads. Some of his recom- 

7 mendations with relation to the fixing of 
rates, in view of the fact that the railroads are still in the hands of 
tent corporations, will aliost without doubt meet with serious 
Opposition, \ 

The decision obtained under the Sherman act against.the Stand- 
ard Oil Company will probably cause the President to modify his 
plans with reference to the amendment of that law, and the recom- 
mendation that certain drastic strengthening measures be addpted, 
such as he had in mind a short time ago, will not be made. 

Whether ‘merely in a general way, or with the view of urging 
legislation to meet such cases, it is said that the President will discuss 
the control of all corporations through a system of federal license; 
that he will dwell on the vast importance of having some tribunal 
decide just how many bonds and how many shares of stock each 
railroad may issue; that he will declare that secondary boycotts are 
illegal and should be suppressed ; that he will oppose the changing ot 
the statute to except labor unions from the application of an anti- 
boycott clause. 

Beyond these, the President is expected to deal vigorously with 
all combinations intended to suppress legitimate competition, and to 
have good words for conservation and waterways. He will probably 
be guided in his references to proposed currency legislation by the 
decision of the monetary commission not to introduce financial 
legislation at the coming session. 

So far as it has been possible to obtain the President's views, it 
does not appear that the legislation he will advise will be of a character 
to unsettle industrial or commercial conditions; nor does it appear 
that Congress will be in a mood to enter upon disturbing legislation on 
its own initiative. From all indications there will be a great deal of 
discussion in the session, but comparatively little action on matters 
that were uppermost in the public mind during the previous adminis- 
tration. 

The disposition will be to refrain from everything calculated to 
get in the way of the progress of prosperity. And this is in response 
to an unmistakable popular demand. For the present, at least, the 
country is tired of agitation.

fying to the most ardent friends of conserva- 
tion. His sympathy with recent corrective 
measures 1s shown at the very outset in a 
tribute to his predecessor, Secretary Garfield, 
whose “earnest and disinterested services , 
contributed greatly to the advancement of the department in organiza- 
tion and efficiency of administration.” | 
The secretary informs the President that a]l lands known to 
possess power ‘possibilities, except.in the national forests, have been 
withdrawn from entry, the totai withdrawals approximating 603,365 
acres; that pending new legislation all known coal areas have been 
withdrawn from entry for classification and appraisement; that 35,- 
000,000 acres have been classified and restored ; that 31,000,000 acres 
have been withdrawn from coal entry pending classification, and that 
11,000,000 acres have been withdrawn from all entry pending classi- 
fication. 
| Moreover, the report shows a total withdrawal of oil lands 
pending legislation of 3,621,062 acres, and calls attention to the 


importance of reserving at least a part of these lands for the purpose 
vof supplying the navy with fuel. 


He also directs attention.to the 
act that 4.471.480 acres have been withdrawn because of their 
phosphate content, and says: “The lands containing phosphate should 


-not be allowed to be disposed of as either: placer or lode claims, but 
the deposit should be leased or sold in limited areas and on conditions 
#preventing monopoly and insuring domestic use.” 


His recommendations with regard to waterpower sites are indica- 
of the entire trend of the report. He advises that titles to such 
be reserved in the federal government and only an easement 
granteh jon@urposes of development; that such easement be limited 
to a mz m Of at least thirty years, carrying an option of renewal 
on terms to be agreed upon, and that proper provision be made for 
the development of the power, for accounting, etcg 
The secretary has gone farther than any of his predecessors in 
the matter of withdrawing valuable public lands from entry, and, of 
course, from private development. In this he has simply responded 
to what appears to be a public appeal. Later, when there may be a 
demand tor the speedier development of this property, we shall be 
better informed as to whether Secretary Ballinger has conserved 
wisely. '

As Dom Manoel does not pay an official visit to France on his 
present tour, his journey to the court of St. James acquires all the 
more weight. The Marquis de Soveral, Portuguese minister in 
London and intimate friend of King Edward, in a public statement 
referred to the new treaty of commerce that is now being negotiated 
between England and Portugal, whereby the former doubtless expects 
to counteract the effects of the recently concluded treaty between 
Portugal and Germany. ‘The ancient alliance between the English 
and Portuguese monarchies and peoples and its renewal, as a matter 
of course, formed the basis for whatever new agreements were nego- 
tiated in London. M. de Soveral denied that any transfer of Portu- 
guese territory in East Africa was contemplated, or that the grave 
question of negro contract labor in West Africa—whence the slave- 
grown cocoa agitation—was discussed. But both Portuguese col- 
onies are too much to the fore at this time to have escaped discussion, 
and styely the acute situation in Macao, opposite Hongkong, came 
up between the sovereigns and their ministers. However, it is safe 
to say that none of these points had as prominent a place in their 
conferences as the ultimate fate of the numerous Portuguese islands 
off the west coast of Africa, from the Azores group in the north to 
the Cocos islands in the south. These groups, especially that of 
Madeira, are of the highest strategic value, and their possible aliena- 
tion from. Portuguese rule has of late caused great concern in 
Downing street. 

Whether a matrimonial allianc@ is to seal the new agreements 
between Portugal and Britain is not definitely known. The general 
impression is that all surmises as to a match between Dom Manoel 
and Alexandra of Fife are at least premature. But it 1s certain that 
the essential condition for such an alliance is one of the results of 
Dom Manoel’s visit, namely, the strengthening of the monarchy of 
Portugal. 


[fF 1T is true that Switzerland is able to intercept any wireless

FERDINAND of Bulgaria has at last visited 
Peter of Servia. In proceeding officially to 
Belgrade he followed up his recent informal 
meeting with the crown prince at Krushevatz, 
not far from the Servian capital. Thus after 
a considerable period of estrangement the ice 
is broken and a close understanding between 
the. two Slav Balkan states becomes a proba- 
bility. When it is recalled that, despite num- 
erous and anxious endeavors In the past, such 
an entente was never even a possibility, this rapprochement, coming 
unmediately after Racconigi, forecasts a turning point in Balkan 
affairs, if, indeed, it does not represent that turning point itself. 

The last estrangement between Servia and Bulgaria dated from 
the time of Czar Ferdinand’s declaration of independence from Otto- 
man suzerainty, so closely bound up with, and in a way responsible 
for, Austria-Hungary’s success in annexing Bosnia and Herze- 
govina. If Servia today makés up with Bulgaria at the bidding of 
Italy and Russia, it is certain that the European situation has radically 
ehanged in the space of a twelvemonth, and in such manner as in the 
past has been noted only on the eve of great events. For Russia and 
Italy were those same powers that, wittingly or unwittingly, led 
Servia to persist in an attitude that resulted in her crushing humilia- 
tion at the hands of Austria-Hungary early this year. 

That we are on the threshold of decisive international moves— 
of agreements and measures to enforce them—may be deduced, from 
an unexpected turn in the relations between England and Germany. 
Whether this turn is tor the better remains to be seen. It will depend 
largely on the degree of candor expressed in the present incipient 
movement for an Anglo-German entente. In the face of thesé last 
developments it is impossible not to perceive that Germany no longer 
has the whip-hand, that the only tangible result to Germany and 
Austria of their military demonstration during the Serb crisis was 
the tightening of the bonds uniting them, and that King Edward's 
ententes—after an apparent lapse—now dominate the international 
chess board. 

Czar Ferdinand would not be a crafty Coburger like his cousin, 
I.dward, if he failed to range his country accordingly. Bulgaria's 
foreign policy was authoritatively discussed not long ago in the 
Sobranje, when Dr. Daneff, a prominent party leader, advocated a 
sincere understanding with Russia and cooperation with her in all 
great questions, absolutely correct relations with Turkey. and a close 
agreement with Servia and Montenegro for the purpose of sate- 
guarding “the Balkans for the Balkan,peoples.”” He added signifi- 
cantly that such a policy would be opposed only by such powers as 
might have desigus against the status quo in the Balkans. The great 
query in this readjustment of European relations is the foreign policy 
of the Ottoman empire. But the power that holds Constantinople 
cannot indefinitely stay without the pale of international agreements 
and the second session of the Turkish Parliament that opened a fort- 
night ago is confronted with the momentous question of choosing 
bétween England and Germany. This question is "made pressing 
through Bulgaria's new policy.

Last month the number of Americans 
to arrive in western Caffada, with the intention ofsbecoming settlers, 
was 5250, as against 3179 for the same month of last year. 

It will be seen by these figures that the tide is rising rather than 
falling, and this will in all probability continue to be the case so long 
as the present inducements are held out. In course of time the flow 
will cease, and then the so-called ‘‘arid plains” of our West, which 
are already dotted with oases, must take their turn in providing homes 
for the surplus. 
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lr MAY seem a little late in the day to read 
ot,a railroad opening a new country in 
Calitornia, but the fact that the North- 
western Pacific, whose terminus is at Sau- 
salito, on San Francisco bay, is. going to 
place a wide strip of the coast for the first 
time within the reach of settlers proves that 
we have not yet passed completely out of 
the first stage of national development. 
The country to be opened is described as 
very rich, redwood lands predominating, but with the greater part 
suitable for general farming. It includes the long stretch of Men- 
docino county and most of Humboldt.

Only for want of railroad facilities, which are so abundant 
in the south, have they failed to populate the northesn littoral: of 
California, and that they will occupy it when they get the chance 
to enter the region themselves and get out their crops goes without

There will continue to be a demand for homesteads in the 
semi-tropical region of California. This, however, will not pre- 
vent the new country from filling as soon as the transportation 
facilities are made ample and the settlers are placed within reason- 
able distance of good markets. Although northern California, or a 
part of it, has been held back by lack of railroad building. in the 
past, there is ample compensation now in the fact that those who 
would like to settle in the Golden state, and under conditions not 
very dissimilar from those that were met by settlers in the best parts 
of the middle West, will have an opportunity of going in.

Telegram very truly says: “‘Multitudes of them have found that 
after years of fitting (in the public schools) they have lost oppor- 
tunities for the more practical education that would have enabled 
them to take hold of practical matters.”’ 

The proposition seems to be plain. The school period is all 
too brief for the children of the working people. Every minute of 
it should be utilized to the one end of equipping them for useful 
and honorable careers. It is true that the ability and genius of the 
country is largely recruited from the ranks of the poor. This will 
very likely continue to be the case. And it will very likely continue 
to be the case that those who have a special bent toward the higher 
education will obtain it regardless of social conditions. But the 
great majority is entitled to, and should have, the benefit of a 
training fundamentally sound and practical, even at the expense of 
omitting the dead languages, the higher mathematics and studies 
that are largely ornamental.
